Ottawa, July 22 — Tho budget debate 
still drags its weary lentjth along. A divi- 
sion is expected to-morrow night. Hon. 
Mr. Laurier objected, to-day, 1 1 tho gov- 
ernment's proposal to take Mondays for 
government business. He said the end of 
the session was not yet in sight. Sir Hector 
Langevin consented to allow private mem- 
bers next Monduy, but the government 
would appropriate the Mondays following. 

TheClovernment bus received informa- 
tion that, owing to the bright outlook in 
Manitoba and the Northwest, the Canadian 
Pacific Ruilwuy Company had ordered 50 
new locomotives and 1,500 box cars, to 
transport this season's harvest to the Beiv- 
board, on the basis that tho estimated yield 
would require ten trains daily for seven 
months to move the crop. 

An Order in Council has been issued 
strictly prohibiting t he clerks in the Inte- 
rior, Indian and a host of other departments 
having a dinner hour in the future. The 
clerks of the Customs Department were also 
notified that they will also be subject to a 
similar order in a few days. It is urged 
that many clerks leave at noon and do not 
return till p.m. 

The Commission on Agriculture heard 
John Craig, the horticulturist of the Ex- 
parimental Farm, give valuable information 
relative lo fruit growing. Mr. Corbould 
questioned him relative to experiments in 
fruit growing, suitable for British Colum- 
bia. 

Adam Brown bad a satisfactory confer- 
ence, in Montreal, to-day, with the repre- 
sentative of the steamship companies, with 
u view to making through rates for Cana- 
dian goods to Jamaica. 

A .lumber of members of Parliament met, 
to-night, and decided to tender u compli- 
mentary Inncheon to Howard Vincent, the 
founder of the United Empire League, on 
the occasion of his visit here. 

•A gentleman in a position to know suys 
Sir Hector Lingevin emerges from the 
Tarte-McGreevy investigation with flying 
colors. 

The report of the commission appointed 
to inquire into the management of the 
Mounted Police will he presented shortly. 

At the Tarte-McGreevy investigation, 
Mr. Riopel, ex-M.P. , was the principal 
witness. He to -tilled that Senator Roliit- 
alle said he paid Thomas McGreevy's cull 
on shares for the services he ren- 
dered. The amount was only $7,500. 
Mr. McGreevy profited by the 
federal subsidies. The enter prise, although 
heavily bonused, bid not been very success- 
ful. The original promoters sold out all 
their interest in the road five years ago, lor 
375,000. Robert McGreevy was on the 
stand this afternoon. The only point he 
made was that his brother Thomas

COAL CREEK STRIKE. 



The Miners Arming and Preparing to 
Resist the Troops at all 
Hazards- 



Some Heavy Fighting Expectcd- 
Runiors That the Strikers Will 
Use Dynamite. 



Knoxvim.k, Tenn., July 22. — It can he 
stated positively, that the troopi will not 
move before morning. The miners, from 
reports received, are not sleeping. There 
has been a big demand for rifles here in the 
city, and to-morrow may bring forth a 
terrible conflict. If the miners decide to 
fight, their available force will reach 5,000, 
and if they attack the troops it will 
probably he begun when the troops reach 
Clinton. The Gatl ing guns of the militia 
are to be inoun'ed on the flat cars. On 
Coal Creek the miners have, it is reported, 
drilled holes in the rock of the bluff, under 
which the troops will have to pass, und 
hr e loaded them with dynamite, which they 
intend to exp'ode and wipe the whole militia 
off the face of the earth, if they 
ever get that far. I give you this for what 
it is worth. A good many people profess to 
believe that it is so, and a cuptiin of one of 
tho militia companies tells me, upon his 
word of honor, that he taw the holes, and 
that one of the miners, who is a friend, told 
him that the miners intended throwing the 
whole bluff down on them. The thirteen 
companies here are the same that were in 
the Birmingham riot, and are pretty badly 
excited. They, however, all swear that 
they go with the intention of lighting, and 
if necessary will remain forever ut Coal 
Creek. Tim Knoxville Rifles held a meet- 
ing this morning, and determined to go buck 
with the troops, although their service has 
expired. 

BIG REAL ESTATE SALE. 

The Adclphl Corner Mold f ir $00,000, to 
Attoriipy-On< ral Davie, 

The property ut the corner of Yates and 
Government streets, known for years as 
''Campbell's Corner," changed hands, yes- 
terday afternoon, the ownership passing 
from Mr. P. Murphy to Hon. Theodore 
Davie. Tho consideration was ?00,000, 
und Mr. Murphy was paid a cheque for 
$10,000 to bind the bargain until to-day, 
when the balance will Lo puid and the 



deeds passed over. The property has a 
frontage of thirty feet on Yates street, 
and extends along Government for seventy 
feet. The price paid is the largest yet 
obtained, per front foot, for any Victoria 
realty, being §2,000 per front foot. Tho 
sale had not been under contempla- 
tion between the two gentlemen, and waa 
rather a sudden consummation. The Attor- 
ney-General met Mr. Murphy in the cigar 
store of Mr. Frank Campbell, and during 
the course of a short conversation asked 
him what ha valued the property at. 

"I will tike 500,000 for it," said Mr. 
Murphy, and Mr. Davie at once agroed to 
take it. The agreement was signed with- 
in a few minutes afterwards. 

The property was purchased by Mr. 
Murphy in May, 1871, he paying for it

San Francisco, July 21.— "Mexico has 
designs on Guatemala and would like to 
annex that country and put it under 
Mexican rule," said a wealthy Conlral 
Ameiican passenger, who came up on the 
steamer Colima, last evening. " While not 
acting openly in this matter, there ure 
emissaries working for such an end all 
the time, so it is reported, and there is 
an undercurrent of feeling among certain 
classes, who lend the Mexican promoters 
aid, in favor of BUch a change. A ma- 
jority of the people of Guatemala, however, 
do not look upon such a course with 
favor. Still I believe Mexicans might be 
Httccessful in getting hold of Guatemala, if 
it were not that such annexation is against 
the M«nrnn doctrine, of which the United 
States has been so tenacious."

Vienna, July 21. — A bouse at Reiten- 
ham, Moravia, in which wedding festivities 
were being held, was struck by lightning, 
and two persons wero killed and about 
eighty more or less severely injured. 

Portugal Currency Tension Extreme, 

Lisbon, July 21.— The currency tension 
is extreme. The premium on a pound ster- 
ling is 15 per cent. At a meeting of 5,000 
workmen, in Brugo, it WSS resolved to re- 
quest the government to take steps to pre- 
vent speculation in English gold to the 
detriment of Portuguese coin cisculation, 

The Chilian Despot's Cruelly. 

London, July 21. — Tho following advices 
have been received from Chili, via Buenos 
Ayres : President Bulmaceda has had shot 
at Valparaiso Richard dimming, son of an 
Englishman, who was born in Cuili. The 
prisons are fil e 1 with sufferers without 
respect to age, class or sex. Two thousand 
persons are imprisoned at Valparaiso. No 
security is afforded to foreigners. Judges 
are removed unless they arc frioudly to B.il- 
inaccda. 

A dispatch to the Times from Lisbon says: 
The Chilian cruiser Er.izu-.iz is expected 
here. French gunners and Spanish sailors 
have arrived here to join her. 

Russia Will Expel Foreigners, 

St. Petersburg, July 21.— A ukase 

is being prepared that foreigners doing 
business, w ho fail to become naturalized 
citizens within fire years, will he expelled 
from that country. 

The Wcslcynn t'oulercnce, 

London, July 21.— At the Wesleyan con- 
ference, to-day, Dr. Stevenson was elected 
president. Dr. Upham, of Drew college, 
addressed the conference on theological 
training in America. 

Chicago ns a Seaport. 

London, July 21. — The new American 
steel steamer Charles Wetmore, which 
siiled from Duluth, Minn., in the latter 
part of June, arrived at Liverpool to-day. 
The Wetmore is an inland built steamer, 
and her cargo, consisting of 95, 000 bushels 
of grain, is the tirst grain cargo shipped 
from lake ports direct to Liverpool, without 
being rehandled. The route was down the 
lakes from Duluth, through the Welland 
canal, down the St. Lawrence river and 
across the Atlantic. The success of the 
voyoge is evidence that the proposition to 
establish direct communication between 
European and other ports and Chicago is 
entirely feasible. 

V A G A BUN DAG E S U P PRESSED. 

New Law and Arms Act of Epypt— Wrang- 
ling Christians at Bethlehem. 

London, July 19. — Advices from Cairo 
state that the passage of tho new vagrancj 
law and tho arms act, which recently re- 
ceived the approval of the Egyptian coun- 
cil of ministers, has hud a surprising effect 
in suppressing lawlessness. Tho passage of 
the laws, which received careful considera- 
tion, was made a necessity by thu alarming 
prevalence of vagabondage. Large numbers 
of nomads infested the streets of the oily 
and roamed at will through the interior of 
the country, terrorizing people, waylaying 
and of I en murdering travelers, and fre- 
quently attacking persons in broad daylight 
in the business parts of tho towns. These 
vagrants were armed with weapons und 
well skilled in the use of them, Since the 
passage of tho laws the outrages have 
ceased. 

The acts authorized the police to arrest 
every man habitually unemployed and com- 
pel him to give a satisfactory account of 
himself, in default of which he is sent to 
prison. They also propose a heavy penalty 
tor carrying arms. The number of arrests 
under the laws has been very large. 

The decision of the Sultan to station u 
larger guard at Bethlehem, owing to the 
large number of deaths which have occurred 
there through the frequent tights between 
the Greeks anil Catholics for possession of 
or control of that sacred spot, has created 
a feeling of disgust in the more civilized 
countries. The disputes which have ended 
so fatally have horrified the Turkish author- 
ities, who cannot understand the feeling 
which should actuate two Christian sects to 
deeds of violence for the possession of a 
sacred spot, to which neither lias a right 
recognized by any lav, a or treaties. 

One of the observances of the holy place 
is the rigid requirement that any person 
who enters shall do in his bare feet. Re- 
cently, a Greek seeking entrance removed 
his shoes, but neglected to take oil' bis 
stockings. This sacrilege so shocked a 
Catholic devotee that he drew a knife and 
attacked the Creek, whom he killed. There 
have since been a number of sanguinary en- 
counters and the warfare has grown so 
tierce that the Mohammedan Sultan has 
found himself at last compelled to station a 
guard at the grotto sufficiently strong to 
keep the Christian wranglers from Dying at 
each other's throats and further desecrating 
the place they both profess to bold sacred.

The Spectators Swoon nt tbo Hartln-EIUngs- 
worth Mill. 

Minneapolis, July 21. — The finish fight 
to-night between Joe Ellingswortli, of New 
York, the ex-amateur middle-weight ehain- 
pion of America, and Harry Martin, hetter 
known as Uio 1 Slack Pearl, of Minneapolis, 
attracted a throng that more than tested 
the capacity of the Twin City Club. Al- 
though tlic audience was made up in the 
main of local patrons, it contained a large 
smattering of sports from abroad. The fight 
was for a purse of §1,000, and it was given 
out tiiat in the event of tho New Yoiker's) 
success he had been promised ample back- 
ing to meet anybody for tho middle-weight 
championship. 

Four ounce gloves were worn, and each 
mun weighed m at a fraction less than 150 
pounds. The men entered the ring at 10.15. 
Tim Cartliy, Tom Quinn, the wrestler, and 
Oeorge Williams acted us seconds for 
KUingsworth and Jimmy l'orter, Keverky 
Keese and Robert Richardson fot the Pearl. 
Henry Seeley officiated as referee. Time 
wus called at 10.20. 

In the first round both men sparred for 
an opening, Ellings worth doing tho lend- 
ing. Ke succeeded in getting in a couple 
of good body blows us time was called 

In the second round KUingsworth led out 
with right aud left, nearly sending the 
Tearl to the ground. The latter rushed, 
and half a dozen smart blows were ex- 
changed. Tho Pearl followed up an ad- 
vantage, drawing first blood from Elling- 
worth's neck, and sent him to t he ground. 
The I'earl started in to rush things in the 
third round, and a vigorous upper cut, fol- 
lowed with a left lunge, sent KUingsworth 
on his back. He went down a second time 
from a blow behind the left ear. A gen- 
eral exchange of body and face blows 
followed, KUingsworth being beaten on to 
the press table and his blood spattering the 
paper and linen of the reporters. A 
stomach blow sent him down once more.

IDENTIFICATION OF MOKE ANCIENT 
CITIES OF THE PHARAOHS- 

Dr. Naville, the discoverer of Bnbastis 
and of the Treasure City of Pithom, has 
just given to the world the results of his 
work in identifying other cities and districts 
in Egypt, more especially some connected 
with the Exodus of tho Israelites ; and at 
the end of the month of June he presented 
th.ese results before one of the largest meet- 
ings ever held by the Victoria (Philosophi- 
cal) institute, of Adelphi Terrace, London, 
the great hall in which the meeting was 
held being so crowded that many had to be 
accommodated in the vestibule. The chair 
was taken on the occasion by the President, 
Sir Gabriel Stokes, Bart., past Presidi nt of 
the Royal Society, and the present occupant 
of Sir Isaac New ton's Professorial chair at 
Cambridge University. The business of 
the evening was commenced by Captain F. 
Petrie, the honorary secretary, reading the 
report, which showed that the Institute's 
members and Associates in England, India 
Australia, China, and other parts of the 
world had now risen to 1,400; a number 
which was being added to by the almost 
daily applications to join. The value of the 
transactions was shown by the increasing 
number of languages into which foreign 
members translated them, especially those 
scientific papers showing the error of those 
who argued that Science in any way con- 
tradicted the Bible. Sir Joseph Eayrer, 
K.U.S.I., F.R.S., moved, and Or. Moule, 
who had just arrived from China, seconded 
the first resolution, after which Dr. Nav- 
ille's address was given. He illustrated 
his remarks by referring to an elaborate 
map of his surveys. He said he had found 
that Succoth was not a city as tome sup- 
posed, but a district; from a remarkably 
valuable inscription discovered at Piihom, 
there was no longer any doubt that it was 
the Greek Heioopolis, from whence, as 
Strabo, Pliny, AgiihemeroB, and Artcmi- 
dorus described, merchant ships sailed to 
the Arabian -Gulf. This fact coincided 
with the results of modern surveys, which 
showed that theie had been a gradual 
rising of the land, and that tho Red Sea 
once extended up to the walls of Pithom; 
this must have licen the case about .'5,000 
years ago, and Sir William Dawson and the 
French engineer Linn lit held that it went 
even further north. The next place noted 
by M. Naville, was Baal Zephon, 
ami, in identifying this, he had 
been aided through some recently 
discovered papyri, which proved that it 
was not a village or city, but an ancient 
sh'iue of Raal and a noted place of pilgrim 
age. Other places wore Migdol and P 
Hahiroth, and here iigain a papyrus had 
helped him, it seemed probable that the 
Serapeuni was the Egyptian Maktal or 
Migdol, and it was greatly to be regretted 
that a bilingual tablet discovered there a 
few yoars ago hud been destroyed before 
being deciphered. The bearing of his iden- 
tifications was of no small interest to the 
students of history, both sacred and other. 
Sir John Coode. KC.S.L, who had sur- 
veyed the canal for the British Government, 
movid a vote of thanks to M. Naville, ami 
the other authors of papers read during the 
year, namely, Sir W. Dawson, F.R.S., 
Prod ■ssor Hull, F.RS., Loid Grimthorpe, 
Mr. 'J'. Pinohos, and Mr. Boecawen, the 
Assyriologists, Surgeon-Gpneral Gordon, C. 
I!., of Indian fame; and others. A vote of 
thanks to the president concluded the pro- 
ceedings, A conversazione was then held 
in the mus-min.

A Talk With the Lady Who Is .to Bccclve tlie 
Kcd Cross. 

London Gentlewoman recently interview- 
ed Mrs. Frank St. Clair Grimwood, tho 
comely young wife of the late British resid- 
ent at Mauipur. Said Mrs. Grinftvood : 
" When they began to lire at the residency 
we had to fly. I had not even my hat — 
absolutely nothing except tho clothes I 
wore. My shoes aud stockings, which were 
very thin, were in rags long before we got 
to British territory, and I had to walk bare- 
foot. My clothes got soiled and torn, and I 
had to throw away everything I could do 
without, and all day long we were marching 
along trying to get further away. When 
we were in the jungle it was a little better, 
but in the open, with the sun pouring down, 
it was terrible. For the first day and a 
half we bad nothing at all to eat, except 
roots and leaves that we could find. 

"Fortunately I knew the surroundings 
well, and 1 could be a guide to tho officers 
and men with me, alt of whom were strang- 
eis to me. I3ut though they were strangers, 
I cannot find words to say how kind and 
thoughtful and considerate they were. One 
tries to tell of such things, but it is really 
impossible to express in words what one 
feels about it. Can you imagine what it 
was to be the only woman with u number of 
soldiers, under such circumstances, whero 
privacy of any kind is an impossibility ? 
But they were, one and all, more thought- 
ful than almost a woman could be. They 
took off their coats nt night that I might bo 
warm." 

It was not until Mrs. Grimwood reached 
British territory that Bhc heard of her hus- 
band's death.

FALSE REPORTS. 

A number of wild reports as to the con- 
dition of the Government are afloat, but it 
does not appear that there is any ground for 
thorn whatever. There is in Ottawa a number 
-of reckless and unscrupulous newsmongers 
who report as true what they imagine to be 
probable. These men have no means of 
getting reliable information of coming 
political events. Most of them aro despised 
by the men in office. Those men havo no 
confidence whatever in them, and they take 
good care that thoy shall have no informa- 
tion that can by any possibility be withheld 
from them. But to see these reporters' dis- 
patches the inexperienced reader would 
suppose that they are present at every 
Cabinet meeting, or that the Premier makes 
tliem hia confidants, and tells them all that 
lie is doing and all that he intends to do. 
Hut a Prime Minister docs not often take a 
newspaper correspondent to hia bosom, nor 
does he often impart to tho " ubiquitous 
reporter " important State secrets. Our 
reuders, therefore, aro safe in concluding 
that tho reports of the intentions of the 
Government and of it3 undivulgorl policy 
are the mere guesses or the deliberate in- 
ventions of men who have no means of 
obtaining special information from men in 
authority. 



highest price. In ono ut the Holds photo- 
graphed no fewer than fout teen reaping 
machines were shown to he at work. These 
with the samples of grain and roots seen at 
the same timo, must havo given the intelli- 
gent visitors something like a fair idea of 
Canada's agricultural capabilities. At this 
show were specimens of the minerals found 
in Eritish Columbia and tlic other provinces. 
Ono of them is described us a "wonderful 
specimen of anthracite coal from tho 
Rocky Mountains." Game trophies in the 
shape of tho heads of the many different 
kinds of deer and other large animals found 
wild in Canada adorned the exhibit. 
There was ulao a stuffed salmon 
and the picture of one of tho gigantic 
Douglas Cine trees of this Province. The 
Doncaster Gazette ends its description 
of the Canadian exhibit with the following 
sentences: "The whole of the exhibit ctyi- 
not but prove interesting to visitors ut the 
show. Probably no portion of tho British 
Islands lias furnished a greater quota of 
settlers to the Dominion than Yorkshire 
and the surrounding districts. Tho dis- 
play is a credit to the Government (of the 
Dominion), and speaks well of the energy 
of the Canadian Department of Agriculture, 
acting through tho High Commissioner in 
this country." 

Such exhibits as that shown in Doncaster 
will do more to give the people of ICngland 
a knowledge of what Canada really is than 
any number of tracts and pamphlets. 
Many people read with distrust glowing 
descriptions of the resources of a new 
country, hut when they me the products of 
those countries they cannot disbelieve the 
evidence of their senses. 



AN UNJUSTIFIABLE ATTACK. 

The attack of the Times on Mr. McCon- 
n*n is altogether unjustifiable. That gentle- 
•min, in the exercise of his duty as a School 
Trust: e, s lid and diil what he believed to 
be right. In the discussion, Mr McCon- 
nttn expressed himself in temperate lan- 
guage and acted in all respects like 
a gentleman and a man of busi- 
ness. But, because the course lie 
took does not meet with the approval of 
tho Times, that paper attacks him 
in a ruffianly manner. If our 
contemporary thinks that it can bulldoze 
public official! into silence, or cause them 
through four of its abuse to pretend 
to coincide with its views, it may 
find itself greatly mistaken. We have 
formed a wrong estimate of Mr. McConnan's 
character if he will be diverted in the 
slightest degree from any courso which he 
may see fit to take by the coarse and sense- 
leas ridicule of the Times or its brutal bully- 
ing. Discussion in public bodies cannot be 
s.iid to ho free if those composing them 
whenever they happen to differ from the 
views of ccrt.iin newspapers aro exposed to 
violent personal attacks in their columns. 
What makes the matter worse, the Times 
does not justify its abuse by a single argu- 
ment. In fact, it tacitly admits that the 
cuurse which Mr. McConnau advocates is 
the culy ono which he, in his capacity as 
Trustee, can take. 



CA XA DA A I) I r ER TISED. 

We see that at un exhibition held by the 
Royal Agricultural Society of England in 
tho city of Doncaster, a few weeks ago, 
Canada, was well represented. Exhibits 
from all parts of the Dominion were dis- 
played and they appear to have attracted 
much attention. As many us two hundred 
varieties of grain were shown, and speci- 
mens of the different kinds of fruit grown 
in this country. One feature of the exhibit, 
and apparently a very striking one, was the 
photographs of the principal buildings in 
our largest cities. Those aliow that Cana- 
dians are not, as iiinny men and women in 
Great Britain believe them to be, a set of 
Homi-savages who live in rude huts in tho 
roughest hind of way. These photographs, 
too, showed how farming is done in many 
parts of Canada. Tho visitors to the ex- 
hibition must have been surprised to see 
what were evidently largo areas of ricli 
land, in which not a single obstruction of 
any kind was seen, covered with a luxuriant 
growth of grain, wliioli was being cut with 
reaping machines of tho nowost pattern and 



SICKENING REVEL A TIONS. 

It is almost sickening to read the report 
of corruption that come from Ottawa. It 
ia not tj bo supposed that contractors 
would give thousands of dollars to election 
funds if they had not good reason to be- 
lieve that the money thus invested wou'd 
yield them a handsome return. And tho 
only return they expected and cared about 
was a substantial one. They helped to get 
a supporter of the Government returned 
with the belief that when the Govern- 
ment had contracts to let, the favored mem- 
ber would use his influence to give them 
good, fat jobs at the expense of the people. 
Why should the Connollys give live thous- 
anddollars towards theThree Rivers election? 
They had no political end to gain; they 
were not contending for any principle. It 
is no use in pretending to think that they 
had any oilier thau a sordid object in view. 
They cared nothing for the good of the 
country. What they wanted was some- 
thing froni the country. And yesterday's 
special telegram from Ottawa shows iiow 
they worked their system of corruption. 
They contributed to elect ion funds so that they 
might get contracts. When they obtained 
contracts it was not to be expected that they 
would deal honestly by the people. They 
bribed inspectors to make false returns, and 
the Department did not find out that those 
returns were false. And so these generous 
contributors to election funds got paid in 
hard cash for work that was never done. 
The whole business was corrupt from first 
to last, and the people were robbed right 
und left. 

It is, wo repeat, most disheartening and 
most humiliating to read these revelations. 
Is it possible to effect a reform ? Can this 
widespread corruption be stopped ? Has 
the disease affected the whole body politic? 
[a there so much corruption inside the De- 
partments and outside the Departments, that 
it is hopeless to expect that enough sound 
material can be found to secure an honest 
administration of the public affairs of this 
Dominion ? 

The Liberals appear to be in liigh gleo 
over tho disgraceful revelations that have 
been mndc. Their tono is a triumphant 
"I told you so." This, of itself, shows 
that they do not deplore the weakness and 
the wickedness which uppear to be so gen- 
eral. They are rather delighted that some 
of their opponents have acted in a way that 
has done very much to undermine the fuith 
of the people in politicians of every party and 
every class. All that they appear to 
think of is that tho revelations made 
before the committee on privileges and 
elections has brought them, as they believe, 
nearer office. They seem to forget that tho 
distrust of politicians which those revela- 
tions have created may have extended to 
politicians of the Liberal party. The peo- 
ple see that one of the offenders was a Lib- 
eral, und one who was held in hick esteem by 
tho Liberal party. They remember that 
during the short time that the Liberals 
held office corruption was rampant. The 
number of Liberal members of Parliament 
who violated the independence of Parlia- 
ment Act, in order to fill their pockets out 
of the Federal treasury, surpasses belief. 
At the head of them was the Speaker. 

It is an open secret that tho mercenary 
demands of bis followers nearly broke the 
Hon. Alexander MeKenzic's heart. His 
refusal to grant his supporters tho political 
favors which they sought was the real cause 
of his deposition. He was deprived of the 
leadership of his party by men who hated 
him because he curtly refused to bo u party 
t> political jobbery. The men whom 
he rebuked, as well as refused, 
became his most deadly enemies, 
ami they were not satisfied until they, by 
their open opposition and secret intrigues, 
had put another nun in his place. All this 
his not been forgotten, and the Liberals 
who aro gloating over tho exposure of cor- 
ruption that ia now being made, need not 
think that tho people of Canada believo 
that, if they wcro placed in power, tho de- 
pigments would ho cleansed, and the pub- 
lic affairs of tho country would bo admin- 
istered with the strictest integrity. Very 
many of thcin believo that if such a change 
should take place, the last state of Canada 
would, ho worse than its first. It is beginning 



to appear that the case of Canada is a bad 
one, and that it will not be easy to find an 
cfleetuid remedy. 

ED I TORI A L COMMENT. 

It is not smart in the Ledger to pretend 
to believe that tho editor of the Colonist, 
whom Mr. Connolly (not Murphy) spoke of 
as a decent man, to whom ho intended to 
give something, is tho prosent editor of the 
Colonist. It is simply mean and dishonest 
to do so. To make this false assumption 
the basis of a number of offensive remarks 
ia still more dishonest and contemptible. 
Tho editor of the Ledger may think that 
journalism such as this is clever and effec- 
tive. It is not. It does not require much 
ability to lie ; and the journalist who, 
without cause, untruthfully defames his 
neighbors, may be feared us a snako or a 
vicious dog is, but he is never respected.

The properly i3 behind Tai Yuen's store 
and runs back as far as Conlin's blacksmith 
shop, with a frontage on Pandora and Cor- 
morant streets. It is not known exactly in 
what wuy the company will make use of 
the property, but it is understood, on good 
authority, that a number of large brick 
houses and stores will he built, to be rented 
to white people. 

ImproTeiueutH Around Victoria. 

Cadboro Bay is acknowledged to be the 
most beautiful place in the whole district 
around Victoria. |A little less than two 
years since, tho whole of one side of Cad- 
boro Bay was purchased by Mr. C T. W.

By this means it will 
bring the property within 21) minutes of

The City council held its regular weekly 
meeting last evening, His Worship Mayor 
Grant in the chair, and a full board present. 
The minutes of the last meeting were 
adopted as read. 

COMMUNICATIONS. 

The Minister of Finance, Hon. J. H. 
Turner, addressed the Mayor aud Council 
in the following communication : —

30th June; consequent to the recent oliaugo in 
the i-ehool act, 

1 have ihe honor to inform y.m, that 
with a vinw to meeting generally tho several 
corporations affected by tho requiremou s 
of the Act ub,.vo refer, ed lo, ii h..s 
beon decided to inatto an equitable 
adjustment of this lax on the :i st December. 
iS'JI ; by a rotund to each city mentioned in the 
act of one-half of I he respective amounts col- 
lected by tho government for the six months 
ondod the 30 h Juno, less one half of the sum 
which may ho collected by said icspectivu cor- 
porations for tho six months ending the 31s' 
Deoombor, IS'Jl, thereby entitling each city to 
one half of the total amount collected within 
its limits for I ho ure.sont calendar year. 1 may, 
howovor, mention that this is not to ho con- 
sidered an autici' atcd off-set to tho amount 
paid by the government for the portions id' 
vouchers' salaries to SJ.h Juno, 1891. which is 
now due.

On motion of A i.i). Renouf, chairman of 
the Finance committee, the letter was re- 
ceived and ordered spread upon the minutes, 
and the clerk dirtcted to acknowledge its 
receipt. 

Ai.d Richards thought that as the Gov- 
ernment had pursued this course, and the 
city not having any funds with which to 
carry on the schools, the Council should 
address tho Government and see if it could 
not advance the amount needed, in the 
meantime, as tho city, by the terms of the 
School Act, could not be called upon for 
funds until January 31st, 1S92. 

The motion of Aid. Renouf was carried, 
and the letter was ordered spread upon the 
records, the Government to be notified of 
tho Council's uction, and receipt of the let- 
ter appropriately acknowledged. 

From Samuel Jaynes, of Hamilton, Out., 
re the spread of leprosy, announcing that 
he had a cure for leprosy and had cured 
four persons. Referred to Sanitary 
committee. 

From J. Dobinson, n'king permission to 
kill crows and hawks that are a nuisance 
in his neighborhood and destructive to 
chickens. Referred to tha Police commit- 
tee, with power to act. 

An application from John T. J«nes for 
the position of caretaker of the new market. 
Laid on the table. 

From the Board of Trade — in reference to 
the Provincial Kxhibit at Toronto, and en- 
closing a resolution to the effect that it was 
an advantage to Victoria to be properly 
represented at the exhibition, u.ni recom- 
mending that the Council take steps to 
secure a satisfactory gathering of British 
Columbia products and have them securely 
prepared lor exhibition and forwarded to 
Toronto. Tho matter was temporarily laid 
on tiie table. 

R. E. Gosnell addressed the Council a 
letter on the same subject. He stated that 
the Provincial Kxhibit Association intend to 
make a very large display of British Co uin- 
bia products at Toronto und other Eastern 
points, and the assistance und co operation 
of the city in the matter was solicited. 
Victoria and Vancouver Island, he said, had 
the elements from which aline display cou d 
made. He suggested that, in audition to 
financial assistance, the City Council ap- 
point a committee for the purpose of mak- 
ing arrangements. He offered to meet such 
a committee and confer with it and mem- 
bers of the Board of Trade. He announced 
that the specialties this year would be an 
industrial trophy, a collection of minerals, 
and a fish exhibit, in addition to fruits, 
grains, etc. 

On motion of A'd. Renouf, the sugges- 
tions of Mr. Gosnell were adopted, und Al- 
dermen Renouf, Hunter and Munn were 
appointed such special committee. 

Complaint was received from John Hall, 
of poor water supply. Referred to Water 
committee. 

From the Victoria, Saanich & New West- 
minster Railway Co., re the construction of 
that road, und applying for tho city's finan- 
cial aid, and suggesting that the city sub- 
scribe for $50,000 of the stock of the line. 
The communication was received und re- 
ferred to Ihe committee of the whole that 
had previously considered the matter, 

From Mr. W. A. Robertson, urging a 
sidewalk on a certain portion of Chatham 
street. Referred to the street committee 
with power to act. 

City Treasurer Kent reported that he hud 
collected all taxes on land in arrears up lo 
31st of December, ISS'.I, and that no sales 
of land for tuxes would be necessary this 
year. This he pronounced a most favorable 
and remarkable showing for any city. The 
letter was received and ordered spread on 
the minutes. 

Secretary Lindley, of the Firemen's As- 
sociation, was granted permission for the 
association to hold its deliberations in the 
council chamber during their gathering litre 
in September. 

A protest was read from John N. Muir 
against the proposed location of the garbage 
crematory at Clover Point. Received and 
filed. 

Deputy Attorney-General Barton in- 
formed the mayor and council that the name 
of A. L. Belyea had been placed in the 
peace commission. 

From the Deputy Attorney-General— an- 
nouncing that ihe supposed leprous China- 
man was not suffering from leprosy, and 
that the man would not be sent lo Darcy 
Island. 

Kberts it Taylor submitted a draft of the 
District Telegraph By-law. Accepted. 

MOTIONS. 

Ai.d. Roiikktson gave notice that he 
would introduce a motion for the appoint- 
ment of Hon. A. N. Richards as police 
magistrate. 

Ald. Rich Anus introduced a resolution, 
that all lire hydrants bo placed in the hands 
of the lire department, and that the chief 
ngineer of the department report any de- 
fect in any of them to tho water commis- 
sioner. 

A lengthy discussion as to the importance 
of the matter ensued, and the resolution was 
adopted. 

The Distiict Tolegraph by-law received 
its second reading.

REPORTS. 

The Sanitary committee reported on the 
cost of a garbage crematory, aud also sub- 
mitted a repoit from Sanitary Officer 
Bailey, stating that no night soil was being 
removed. The Chinese gardeners have no- 
tified the scavengers that, th'-y will not re- 
ceive it in the future, and the latter in turn 
refuse to remove it until the city 
furnishes sonio place to take it to. 
Street sprinkling is seriously hindered be- 
cause the Sauit iry departmsnt has not the 
power to use any hydrant for the purpose 
of filling its carts. Tho committee urged 
that the health by-law be strictly enforced 
from now out. The committee also reported 
that it met with much objection in the 
effort to secure a site for the garbage cre- 
matory. The report was adopted with 
reference to tho recommendation for the 
enforcement of tho hea.lt h by law, and the 
orcmatiry matter was laid on the table. 

The Market committee reported that the 
new market would probably be roudy for 
uso by November 1st, 1891. That in re- 
ference to prices of stalls they had not yet 
been agreed upon, until the market was 
completed. The report was adopted. 

RESOLUTIONS. <t 

By Aid. Holland— that Albert Carter be 
employed to collect tho balance of the 
revenue tux for the current year. He said 
that theie was remaining in arrears about 
53,000. His remuneration to be 25 per 
cent. He thought that Mr. Carter could 
collect at least $2 000 of the amount. 
The resolution was carried. 

By Aid. Renouf— asking of the city bar- 
risters information regarding the cases of 
the city against the Law Society, aud the 
Union Club. Carried. 

By Aid. Renouf— atking that a ballot be 
spread for the nomination of a police 
magistrate. A. L. Belyea was nominated 
by Aid. Holland, and Hon. A. N. Richards 
was nominated by Aid. Robertson. Tho 
result of the ballot was a tie, each of the 
nominees having received five votes. 

The second ballot was also a tie. 

Ald. McKillican moved that further 
ballotting be deferred one week. Carried. 

Tlie Street committee submitted its re- 
port, recommending, among other things, 
that the by-law against barb-wire fences be 
strictly enforced. Adopted. 

FINANCIAL. 

Ald. Holland asked for information re- 
lative to finances, and asked if the dehen- 
tut es were c n rale, and w< re they open to 
the highest bidder. He also asked if Mr. 
Boscowitz had entirely withdrawn his offer 
to purchase them. 

His Worship Mayor, Grant informed 
the gentleman that the debentures were 
now open to bids for sale to the highest 
bidder. 

Ald. Renouf askod if the city did 
not receive an ofLr by telegram from 
England. 

His Worship replied that there had, but 
Mr. Boscowitz had negotiated at that time 
for the purchase of debentures. The coun- 
cil had the matter before it at the time. 
Mr. Boscowitz had since withdrawn his 
oiler to purchase the debentures and there 
was now no offer standing for thoin. 
Council adjourned at 1 1.30 o'clock.

Opinions Expressed In tlio Columns of Some of 
the Pupers in tlio Land of the Mikado. 

The Kokumin Shinibun observes with sur- 
prise an increasing rise in the standard of 
living among politicians of the opposition 
who have hitherto been proud of their plain 
and simple mode of life. Where do they 
obtain money to support such luxurious 
habits? Perhaps by borrowing from 
usurers, or by receiving subsidies from 
statesmen in power. At all events, the 
effects of their present way of life will bo 
to necessitate recourse to some such help. 
The pro-Government party, continues the 
Tokyo paper, bus already commenced to 
embarrass the Opposition by cutting off its 
sources of supply. It recommends parties 
out of power not to fall into the snare of 
officialdom. 

The Koklcai, conspicuous for its dislike 
of the Kaishin-to, writes at great length 
on tho evil of mixing politics and busi- 
ness. It believes in tho rumors about 
Count Okuma's connection with tho Rice 
Exchange, and condemns the conduct of 
both the Kaishin-to and the Cabinet. The 
latter did wrong to leave things so long 
uninvestigated, and will do wrong again 
if it is actuated in its present somewhat 
precipitate conduct toward the Exchange 
by any political move against the 
Kaishir.-to. 

Not u few Japanese believe with the 
Nippon, that tho recent disclosures of 
irregularities and corruption in the business 
world are indications of an approaching 
revolution in the character of Japanese 
merchants. "Gamblers and speculators," 
who, by flattery and corruption, mono- 
polize all profitable oflicial business, have 
been suffered too long to contaminate tho 
ntmosphere, and to mar the prospects of 
honest and conscientious tradesfolk. 
That people of such a depraved character 
should become objects of generul condemna- 
tion is but natural and just. The 
Nippon rejoices that things are growing 
more and more favorable for the rise of a 
new and true generation of business men. 

The Tokyo Asahi Shinibun has articles 
on the responsibilities of journalists as re- 
presentatives of public opinion in matters 
of morality. It deplores the generul break- 
down of national morality. There are only 
two ways in which this state of things can 
be amended, namely, education and public 
opinion. Education is incomparably the 
more eflicient, but its results ate slow of 
realization. Consequently it iB of grout im- 
portance to pay attention to the more im- 
mediate, if less thorough-going, agency of 
public opinion. Newspapers and period- 
icals are the organs through which public 
sanction or disapproval is expressed. 
While such is the great responsibility of 
journalists, our contemporary regrets to ob- 
serve that very few Jupauese journalists 
pay serious attention to the important func- 
tions with which they ure entrusted. 

The Mainichi Shimbun also deplores the 
low standard of public morality among 
journalists. Some of the so-called respect- 
able papers do not hesitate to indulge in 
personal abuse of the lowest kind without 
the least justification. The immediate oc- 
casion evoking this remonstrance is the 
Rice Exchange affair. The Mainichi com- 
plains of the unjust and absurd charges 
that have been preferred against the 
Kaishin-to by the organs of its enemies, 
and says that the orginators and the dis- 
seminators of such vile reports have placed 
themselves in a disgraceful situation. 

The artizans of the capital — carpenters, 
masons, smiths, Sakwan, and so forth, re- 
cently formed an association called the 
KogyoKyokai (Industrial Association). The 
principal promoters of the movement are 
the Governor of Tokyo and a man named 
Sakuma, evidently belonging to the artizan 
class. The present members number a little 
over 200, and are said to represent 26 differ- 
ent kinds of trades. The Hochi Shimbun 
writing on this subject-, observes that this is 
a most desirable step by way of precaution 
against future troubles between labor and 
capital. At present the relations between 
masters und employees are very cordial ; 
the two stiind to each other in 
the position respectively, of parents and 
children. But with the introduction of 
modern machines an 1 Europeun systems of 
industry, our contemporary is sure that, 
unless soma precautionary measures are 
taken, Japan will be harrasscd by the same 
troubles respecting capital anil labour as 
those now embarrassing Western countries. 
An association like the one just formed in 
Tokyo, if led in a proper manner, should 
prove a good means of mitigating the evils 
of th- approaching conflict between capital 
and labor. The Hochi further expresses 
a hope that the Government will consult the 
views of the Industrial Association about 
the Labor Regulations, which it is re- 
ported to lie drawing up.

SHARK AND SW0RDP1SH ATTACK 
A WHALE. 

San Francisco Chronicle. 
Passengers on the steamer San Rafael on 
Wednesday afternoon, on the 2:,'i0 trip to 
this city from Sausalito, were treated to a 
novel sight. When near Alcatraz a large 
female whale was seen spouting und acting 
in a strange manner. Tho whale has been 
in tho bay for over a week. Interest on the 
steamer became so general that Captain 
McKenzie changed his course slightly to al- 
low of a good view. Tho whale was splash- 
ing tho water with its tail, and tho water 
was lashed into a foam all around. The 
causo of the trouble was soon apparent — a 
marine battle was in progress. A thrasher 
and a swordlish, the combined enemies of 
the leviathans of the ocean, were lighting 
the whale. The swordfisli took up a posi- 
tion and thrust his natural weapon into the 
under partB of the whale, while tho thrasher 
would from time to time leap into the air 
to a height of several feet and come down 
on tho whale's head over the breathing or- 
gans, at the same time thrashing tho whale 
cm the back with his tail. The whale did 
everything it could to get away from its 
enemies and acted perfectly wild. Tho fight 
was kept up for nearly two hours, and when 
the steamer crossed over from Sausalito on 
her last trip the whale was seen going out 
to sea. It is seldom that a thrasher and a 
swordfisli fail to kill a whale when they get 
one in a tight place, and when the big fish 
is dead all they eat of it is the tongue. 



TO CONVERT THE NOMADS. 

A Now Kellglous Order Tor Special Work 
In tho Sahara Region. 

Cardinal Lavigerie, who has done so 
much to abolish African slavery, has 
given his sanction to the formation of a 
new religious order having- for its special 
object the conversion to Christianity of 
the peoples in and around the Sahara 
Desert. The name of the new order, 
says the Chicago Post, is the lirothers of 
the Sahara. It is the purpose of this 
brotherhood to advance as fast as they 
can safely do so from oasis to oasis 
across the clr-sert, and thus to be the 
advance guard in pushing Trench in- 
fluence through the great regions which 
she has recently acquired. Thus far the 
Catholic church has been very unfortu- 
nate in its endeavors to extend its mis- 
sionary work across the desert. Quite a 
number of its missionaries who started 
to cross the Soudan have been killed by 
fierce nomads. This time the mission- 
aries will not attempt to push forward 
any faster than it seems safe to advance. 

Their first religious establishment has 
been opened at liiskra, in southern Al- 
geria, where the members of the order 
are receiving preliminary training in 
languages and native usages so that 
they may easily carry on their work. 
They intend to receive under their roof 
ill wayfarers, fugitive slaves, sick and 
infirm people who require either shel- 
ter, hospitality or medical care. It is 
hoped before very long to found 
branches of the order in Tugurt and 
Wargla, the next stages on the desert 
route . 

It is probable that the fierce Tuaregs 
who killed Mine. Thine, the celebrated 
Dutch traveler, several other well 
known explorers and every missionary 
who has ventured into their territory, 
will soon cease to be the plague of the 
desert. Between the persistent mis- 
sionary influences that are constantly 
making headway, and the purpose of 
the French, in one way or another, to 
overcome the hostility of the Tuaregs, 
these fierce nomads will have an ex- 
ceedingly hard time of it if they do not 
cease their attitude of persistent hos- 
tility toward every white enterprise 
that is pushed toward their country.

THE NEW RANKING ACT. 

(From tho Insurance and Finance) Chronicle. 

The amended Banking net, passed at the 
last session of tho Dominion Parliament, 
hikI which went into effect on the 1st, of 
Jul)', is hy no means perfect, but is a very 
good one, und admittedly an improvement 
on the <dd law. There are four important 
features in the act as now in force, each of 
which is in the interest of sound banking 
and for the protection of the public. In tbe 
first place, the notes of all banks are to be 
made of par value in all parts of the Do- 
minion, each bank being required to ar- 
range at tbe commercial centre of eacb 
province for the redemption of its notes, 
thus doing away with vexatious discounts 
for geographical reasons Thus, New 
Brunswick or Manitoba bank notes will lie 
worth their fnce in Montreal, aud met 
versa. 

In the second place, the creation of a re- 
demption fund by pro ratti contribution 
from the various banks (to equal ut all times 
five per cent, of tbe average circulation), as 
a guarantee for the redemption at par of 
the notes of any bank which may become 
insolvent, is an important factor in estab- 
lishing confidence in all our bank noto cir- 
culation; and, while u protection to the 
public, will, we believe, prove to bo a good 
thing in the interest of the banks them- 
selves. Such a guarantee is practically 
equal to a national guarantee by the Gov- 
ernment. 

In the third place, under the present 
banking law, no bank will bo permitted to 
pay a dividend exceeding eight per cent, to 
its shareholders, until its reserve funds 
equal at least thirty per cent, of its capital, 
a provision in the interest of safety not ut 
all unreasonable. 

In the fourth place, the regulations gov- 
erning the formation of new banks, cut off 
the possibility of the addition of weaklings 
to our present banks— a possibility which 
in the past has more than once found reali- 
zation. Under the existing law, a paid up 
capital of $250,000 must be furnished and 
deposited with the Minister of Finance, 
before authority can bo conferred for the 
first steps of organization, and no share- 
holder can become a director unless the 
owner of at least $3,000 of paid up stock; 
and if the capital of the proposed bank ex- 
ceeds $1,000,000, he must bo tho owner of 
$1,000 of such stock. On the whole, wo

Why l'crsons Suffering «lth This De- 
fect Shoe 1<1 15o Kept from Kuilway 
and SteamlAat Service. 

That color-blindness does exist no 
ane with any knowledge of the civil 
service and governmental or railway 
reports will deny; and since so much 
importance is attached to the ability to 
listingr/uish and read intelligently the 
meaning of language given by color 
sign, it is well that some attention 
should be devoted to the subject. This 
drill be all the rnore apparent when we 
;hink of the great steamers crossing 
.lie ocean, or the railway trains travel- 
ng over the length and breadth of the 
and; one mistake regarding the color 
if a light or the appearance of a sema- 
phore might be, and lias been, the 
ncans of many disasters attending both 
ife and property. 

Young and Ilclmholtz tell us that the 
hreo primary colors, red, green and 
■iolct, have special nerve fibers in each 
loint of the retina of the eye; but ver3" 
iften these fibers are wanting or de- 
cctive, and so arises the dilliculty of 
listinguishing between the various 
lolors. To such persons the world 
nust appear quite differently colored 
'rom what it appears to us. There arc 
i great many persons — almost one in 
wenty — who are incapable of distin- 
guishing red colors distinctly. They 
enow from ordinary conversation that 
i certain color is called red, and by eot- 
lOricnce only are enabled to use this 
apression. 

Governments and railway compa- 
res have taken up tho subject; and el- 
iminations are periodically held in 
irder to ascertain the powers uf men 'to 
Ustinguish the different colors. That 
ho examination is Indispensable alike 
o engine drivers and sailors admits of 
io cavil. And it is always a highly 
ommcndablo plan to stop a man on the 
hreshold of a business which lie by na- 
ure is unlit to occupy, to tho safety of 
ithers as well as to himself. 

People affected with color-blindness 
clilom declare a white color to be 
ilaek, but oftencr the reverse. Pink 
aid green are very puzzling colors to 
he candidates; pink is over and over 
iguin described as white; green, yel- 
pwj and green gets every other color 
rut its own. Drab and yellow also ap- 
icartobe puzzling. Yellow is often 
aid to be red, and one-third us often 
o be grc.cn. Neutrals are made partic- 
ilurs, and pale blue is often called 
;rcon.. U'Jt the most remarkable fact 
.fall is that a green color, shown in a 
nrkencd room, was called red one 
undred and seven times out of one 
undred and eighty-nino. 

Mr. Jabcz Hogg, tho consulting sur- 
con to the Royal 



Ophthalmic hospital of England, ra 
centiy tooh a prominent part in bring- 
ing to light many facts connected with 
color-blindcess, and has been instru- 
mental in getting laid before the Eng- 
lish public the Board of Trade Report. 
He says: 

"In a family of seven children, four 
sons and three daughters, tho eldest 
and the youngest of the. sons aro color- 
blind. The defect is inherited from the 
grandfather through the mother; but 
neither tho mother nor any other mem- 
ber of the family is color-blind. In 
a family of five, three sons and 
two daughters, the throe sons inherit 
color-blindness through their father 
and grandfather; while the two daugh- 
ters, nod indeed tho whole of tho fe- 
males of this family, aro free from color 
defect. " 

The question may bo fairly asked: 
Does color-blindness increase with in- 
creasing age? There are some physical 
defects which can be outgrown and 
lost forever; but Mr. Jabez Hogg says 
of this very thing: 

"A few carefully recorded eases lead 
me to think that age does aggravate the 
defect of color-blindness, as it does cer- 
tain other defects of vision. It un- 
doubtedly becomes more pronounced 
as the near point of vision recedes. In 

the case of .Mr. D. 1!. C , who at the 

early age of fourteen went to sea, and 
who, live or six years afterward, con- 
sulted me before he applied for his cer- 
tificate as third mate, 1 pronounced him 
red-color blind; nevertheless, afterward 
he obtained his certificate; and subse- 
quently those of second and first mate. 
JSut when, at the age of twenty-six, he 
applied for his master's certificate, he 
was unable to pass the color test. At 
this date I once more tested him for 
color, and on referring hack to my 
notes of an earlier date, I came to the 
conclusion that his color-blindness had 
sensibly increased. 

"Another was as follows: Capt. 

F consulted me for a disturbed 

state of vision — tobacco amaurosis. 
His color sense was also very im- 
perfect; but as he soon recovered I saw 
no more of him for nine or ten years, 
when he one morning called upon me, 
complaining of defective sight and an 
inability to distinguish the ship's light. 
He was then very uncertain about iiis 
greens; dark-greens he called black and 
dark-reds were simply warmer colors 
than greens. In short, he was color- 
blind. Soon afterward ho retired from 
the service. 
''The next case is more strikingly 

corroborative. II. J , a lad aged 

sixteen, myopic before going to sea, 
was examined at an ophthalmic hospi- 
tal and pronounced free from color- 
blindness. On his return home, he 
passed the color-test examination and 
obtained his eertifieate. Four years 
afterward his father brought him to 
me. lie was then complaining of his 
inability to distinguish the color of the 
ship's signal lights, and he often missed 
the ropes. This ho attributed to Ids 
hort sight. Ho was unable to select 
>r sort the skeins of colored wool; in 
short, he was completely color-blind. 
I recommended him not to go up for his 
second examination. His friends 
thought otherwise. Ho was rejected, 
and his certificate was indorsed 'color- 
blind.' This, of course, put a stop to 
his further career in the service. The 
father of this patient was not color- 
blind; but he was unable to say 
whether his father or grandfather- had 
suffered from any defect of vision. The 
myopia must have been transmitted." 

The statistics we have just presented 
to our readers plainly prove that tho 
utmost caution must ho exercised by 
parents, railway officials and marine in- 
spectors before they allow their chil- 
dren or their candidates to enter upon 
a line of occupation for which by na- 
ture they aro wholly unfitted. And the 
public itself ought to lay to heart the 
many facts revealed by Mr. Jabez 
Hogg. A large percentage of tho pub- 
lic is every day traveling either by sea 
or rail, and it is absolutely necessary 
that tho utmost precaution should be 
exercised in ascertaining the compe- 
tency of the men in charge for reading 
aright the colored signs and signals 
which in their various and silent ways 
predict safety, caution or danger. — N. 
V. Ledger.
